Rome, August 16.—Chiefly by 
‘means of his wedding ring and a gold 
filling in one of his teeth, the re- 
mains of the murdered socialist 
deputy Matteotti, discovered early this 
morning in a -thicket on the highway 
near Rome, were identified by his 
servant and his friends today. A file 
was found, thrust through the dead 
man’s chest close to the heart. 

The discovery of the murdered 
man’s body was as dramatic as any 
of the circumstances surrounding ais 
assassination. A setter dog belong- 
ing to a reserve carabineer, Carateili, 
who was on a hunting trip, brought 
a bone to his master which the latter 
instantly recognized as human. His 
other dogs then, by their barking, 
attracted Caratelli’s attention to 4 
thicket, from which came a pungent 
odor. 

Discover Severed Arm. 

Caratelli obtained the assistance of 


some carabineers close by and the 


party pushed their way through the 
thicket to a hole, where they dis- 
covered a severed arm. Further 
operations were hastily carried out 
until the body of the missing deputy, 
in an advanced stage of decomposi- 
tion, but with the head easily recog- 
nizable, was unearthed. 

The authorities at Rome were im- 
mediately notified and hurried to the 
scene, as did also several socialist 
deputies, who identified the body as 
that of their comrade. His coat, 
which was found near the same spot 
Thursday, had already been identified 
by his tailor. 

Arms Cut From Trunk, 

Both arms had been severed from 
the trunk, indicating that the victim 
had put up a fearful struggle against 
his assassins. The teeth were intact 
and a silk handkerchief belonging to 
Matteotti was found near the spe. 
The body had been hastily buried in 
only six inches of earth. 
declared it had been lying in the 
shallow grave since June. So rushed 
were the assassins that the pit was 
eniy about a yard in length and the 
body had been doubled up to fit it. 

News of the discovery spread rapid- 
lv along the countryside and peasants 
flocked to the scene bringing flowers, 
which they placed close to the spot. 
‘The body was guarded by a cordon 


of police and only the intimate friends 


of the victim were allowed to view 
it. Identification was made by Mat-

The hearing to determine whether 
Judge John R. Caverly shall inflict 
the death penalty on the youths on 
their plea of guilty, or shall impose 
penitentiary sentences upon them in 
mitigation of their punishment, was 
enlivened by frequent clashes\of Mr. 
Darrow with the witness, and again 
with Robert E. Crowe, state's attor- 
ney, 

Defense Claims. Gains.

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main cause for industrial disputes, 
bérause there will be full opportunity 
for the workers to have knowledge of 
exact conditions respecting the ade- 
quacy of wages and other matters 
which usually form the basis of dis- 
agreement,

(By The Asso- 
clated Press.)—Despite widespread 
disappointment over the government’s 
failure to obtain a more conciliatory 
concession On the question of Ruhr 
evacuation, there is a very definite 
impression current in political circles 
that the Marx-Stresemann cabinet will 
command a sufficient majority in the 
reichstag, both for the approval of 
legislation, having to do with the 
Dawes report and on the general ques- 
tion of confidence with respect to 
the goverrment’s procedure in London. 

While the nationalists are already 
doing considerable talking in advance

Twenty Are Killed 
As Bandits Wreck 
Train in Mexico 


Mexico City, August 16.—Twenty 
persons are reported to have been 
killed yesterday when more than 100 
bandits wrecked a train near Jalapa, 
on the road from Mexico City to Vera 
Cruz, and fired a heavy rifle broad- 
side into the passenger coaches. Aftt- 
erwards, the bandits robbed the pas- 
sengers, escaping with considerable 
loot.

Nevertheless, there. was some ap- 
prehension that Davis’ hearty expres 
sion of belief in the league, and of our 
ultimate entrance into it, might lead 


to making this a major issue of the 
Ci It was feared, on the une 
hand, thdt some of _the anti-league 
democrats like Senator Reed, of Mis 
sourl, might dash off the reservation. 
What happened, however, was that 
Kieed announced he is going to stay 
regular. 

Possibly Reed may hay2 been infl:- 
enced by an event that happened im 
Tennessee just two days before, when 
Senator Shields, who shared RKeed’s sy- 
position to Wilson and Wilson's po's- 
cles, was defeated. Shields’ defexst 
removes from the senate the last. ex 
cept Reed, of all the democratic ant- 
Wilson senators. Reed now stands 
alone as a relic of that rather formid- 
able insurgency of democrztic sena- 
tors against Wilson and Wilson's po!i- 
cies. 

It was anticipated, also, that the re. 
publicans might seize on Davis’ sympa- 
thetic attitude toward the league to 
revive the issue and try to get ou 
of it the service they got out of it in 
1920, It was apparent, however, that 
this is not the republican intention. 
And the fact is that the attitude of 
America as a waole toward the leagut | 
is much less rancorously excited thin 
it was in 1920. 

Corruption Leading Issue. 

The emphasis Davis put ou republle- 
an corruption makes it certain that 
it is the democratic intention to make 
this a leading issue. The republican 
anticipated this and, since it happened, 
have. the air of claiming that they 
don’t care. As one of the republicay 
leaders put it, ‘All -the vitality there 
is in that issue has already been 
squeezed out of it. Every possible 
adjective of denunciation has been used 
over and over again.” 

The republicans also claim that the 
embarrassments accruing to them from 
this issue have been neutralized by that 
stroke of fate which changea the re- 
publican president from Harding to 
Coolidge. They admit that if Hard- 
ing were still president and were .a 
candidate for re-election, the issue 
would be almost the only one, 
would be fatal to the republicans. 

But they claim that the voters will 
not visit on Coolidge any resentment 
for conditions for which Coolidge per. 
sonally was not responsible. Thes 
claim also that the public will be con 
tented with the assurance from Cool- 
idge that the guilty will be punished 
sternly. This comfort which the re- 
publicans take to themselves may be 
justified. 

At the same time, it must be remem- 
bered as a possibility that Davis’ gitt 
of eloquence may be able to stir the 
American public into an emotion 2°! 
indignation, not against Coolidge: per- 
sonally, but against the republican 
party. It is certain that thir is going 
to be one of the major objectives of 
the democratic campaign. 

Easy on Tariff. 


The republicans claim that Davis’ 
nuecepfance speech, to the extent tht 
it dwelt on the tariff, was “pussy-foot- 
ing.” They charge, whether with his- 
torical accuracy or not, that this is 
the first occasion on which a democrat- 
ic eandidate for the presidency has 


and 


spoken of the kind of tariff he believes 
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in as “a competitive tariff.” Whether 
this is true or not, the fact is that the 
democratic leaders generally expect <o 
make much of the tariff. 

The degree to which Davis dwelt 2n 
it in his acceptance <peech was limit- 
ted by the emphasis he was able to give 
to one topic as a part of -a speecu 
which was conceived as a whole. Dem- 
ocratic leaders generally say that they 
are going to focus much of their at- 
tention on the tariff. They say, spc- 
cifically, that they are going to charge 
Coolidge as a New Englander with b- 
longing to the most extreme orthodox 
school of republicans on the tariff 
question. They are going to charge, 
further, that Butler, as Coolidge’s 
campaign manager. not only reflects 
the ordinary New England high tarit 
view, but is himself, :n his own bust- 
ness connections, the beneficiary 4! 
those aspects of the tariff that have 
composed the burden of past debates 
on this question. It would not he 
surprising to see the democrats try to 
picture Butler in his relation to Cool- 
idge as a kind of Mark Hanna in the 
latter’s relations to President McfKir- 
ley. 

Welcome Tariff Issue. 

Those who are prominert in 
present republican management say, 
and have every appearance of sincer- 
ity in saying it, that they welcome 
the tariff as an issue and even threat- 
en that if the democrats fail to ratse 
the issue the republicans themselves 
will raise it. Coolidge’s stand on the 
tariff ig certainly orthodox. Even a 
respects that flexible feature of the 
present tariff law, which is the inno- 
vation designed to make the tariff 
more palatable, Coolidge did it 
make any rash promises of taking ad 
vantage of that flexibility for the pur- 
pose of lowering rates. He went to 
further than to say “As the business 
of the world becomes stabilized, with. 
out throwing all our economic system 
into confusion/ we can raise or lower 
specific schedules to meet the require- 
ments of a stientific adjustment.” 


The praise for the charm of Davis’ 
acceptance speech was universal. Ii 
was a common remark that in rhetor- 
ical form it reached the ctandard of 
Wilson. . There are many, however. 
who claim that Coolidge’s speeches 
are better adapted to the radio whieh 
is the medium through which the 
greater number of Americans are ces 
tined to hear the speeches of the two 
rivals. Coolidge’s speeches abound in 
short sentences. This is the quality 
supposed to make them more readily 
understood by those who must follow 
them over the radio. 

To the reader who examines the two 
speeches from the point af view of lit 
erary form, Coolidge’s speeches seet 
jerky. The transitions from subject 
to subject are awkward. Coolidze’s 
acceptance did not seem designed as 
a whole. He wrote what he had toe 
say about one topic. and then turned 
to another topic without any neces- 
sary relevance. Davis’ speech way 
built up like a soundly conceived boo'r, 
or like a house. It had architecture. 
From introduction to peroration it had 
graceful continuity. 

Made Special Appead. 

As to Covlidge’s speech, it was als 
pointed out that some parts of it had 
the appearance of being inserted fvr 
the purpose of definite appeals to def. 
inite classes of voters, like the parz 
graphs about negroes. It had been 
practically universal, however, for the 
speeches of republican presidents and 
candidates to make a point of alluding 
to the negro. If all the speeches of 
republican presidents and candidates 
for president since the civil war were 
reviewed,.it would be found to have 
been a steady course to say something 
about the crime of lynehing. 

The democrats say that Coolidga’s 
great, tangible advantage is that he is 
in the white house. They claim, and 
most ardently believe, that Davis is a 
more able man than Coolidge, that he 
would make a better president than 
Coolidge; and that if the two were 
starting in the race on equal terms, 
they would have no doubt of the out- 
come. Sometimes they express it by 
saying: Suppose the poffions were 
reversed. Suppose Davis were the 
president, already well-known by rea- 
son of having been in office a yer. 
Suppose Coolidge were the compara-. 
tively unknown outsider trying to dis- 
place the president already in office.’ 

It is quite apparent that one, not 
necessarily of the issues, but of the 
important aspect of this campaign, 
centers round the possibility of the 
election being thrown into congress as 
one of the results of La Follettes 
candidacy. There will be ups and 
downs about this. There will be 
times when La Follette will seem 
strong, and when everybody will in- 
fer that there is real danger of the 
election going to the house. There 
will be periods when the La Follette 
candidacy will be lost sight of, and 
when nobody will give much thought 
to fear of the complications entoiled im 
an election by the house. 

But it is possible that this may be 
a determining factor. ‘That the peo- 
ple right now think about it and talk 
about it as much as apout any tissue 
or principle involved in the election i» 
clear. And it is not only the people. 
Many politicians closely familiar to 21] 
the conditions regard it as a possibil- 
ity, and give thought to adjusting the 
strategy of the two old parties to this 
contingency, to just what should be 
done if it happens, and to just what 
might be done to prevent it from hep 
pening. . 

The way it will influence—ts, In 
deed. already influencing the minds of 
many thousands of voters—is in terms 
of apprehension of it, and how te 
avoid it. They have been told a 
deadlock would occur, as it probavly 
might: and the mere thought of dead- 
lock about so important a matter, is 
disquieting. 

Probably nine out of ten voters pre 
fer not to see it happen. A very 
large number of democrats would be 
willing to vote for Coolidge ratrer 
than see the eelction go into the house. 
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A very large number of republicans 

would be willing to vote for Davis if 

they could be assured that would rpre- 

vent the election going to the house. 
Two Views on Result. 

As to just how this apprehension 
|will work out in the minds of the 
voters on the fortunes of Coolidge ond 
Davis, there are two views: One view 
is that the voter, fearing the uncer 
tainties involved in throwing the elec- 
tion into the house, and wanting to 
prevent it, will vote for Coolidge, on 
the theory that Coolidge is the more 
conservative candidate and, therefore. 
more likely to be the beneficiary of 
the ballots of that conservative type 
of voter who is most disturbed by the 
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prospect of an election by congress. 
The other theory is that if there 3s 
real fear of La Follette developing a 
large strength, the conservative voters 
who will be alarmed will consider 
whether Coolidge or Davis is,the can 
didate most likely to develop the max- 
imum strength as against La Folletre. 
hose who hink that Davis will be the 
beneficiary of such a sentiment begin 
their argument by pointing out that 
Davis as a democrat is certain to have, 
"s a start, about 159 electoral votes 
from southern states. Davis is cer- 
tain to have somewhere close to this 
minimum. The southern states from 
which this strength comes are states 
in which La Follette can make !ittle 
or no impression. The argument then 
goes to say that the wisest course for 
building up the maximum strength for 
some one candidate against La Follette 
is to add as many northern states as 
possible to Davis’ sure southers 
strength.

Tobacco sales in Georgia at the 
close of the eight days of the open 
market Friday night totaled 9,754,600 
pounds, according to official figures 
given out by warehouse managers in 
eight markets. An average of 23.04 
cents a pound was paid for alli to- 
bacco, which experts estimate will be 
raised to over 25 cents before the 
season closes. 


This is due to the fact 
that growers have flooded the markets 
with their lowest grades of tobacco 


and that better grades will be placed | 


on themarket later. 

Estimates Saturday by warehouse 
officials were that 40 per cent of the 
crop had been sold, leaving about 15,- 
000,000 pounds of better grades to 
fall before the gavel of market auc- 
tioneers before the season closes. 

South Georgia planters today were 
busy liquidating. debts of long stand- 
ing and seemed pleased with tobacco 
as a money crop. Some of them made 
money for the first time since 1920 on 
their tobacco fields.

Urges Check on Klan. 


He said that however unobjection- 
able the original principles of che 
klan might be, that that organization 
had been led off into strange paths by 
false leaders and urged the memvers 
of that organization, through the zood 
men who believed in American fun- 
damental principles, to check its pres- 
ent course. He insisted tha: the use 
of the mask was both dangeroxs and 
unnecessary and should be «bandoned. 
He insisted that there was ne room 
in this country for invisible govern- 
ment from any quarter and that it 
was directly contrary to the funda- 
mental principles of Americanism to 
stir up religions prejudices and 
hatreds. He insisted strongly that 
acts of -violence by any group of 
individuals who sought to regulate the 
conduct of others outside of the courts 
and outside of the laws was nothing 
short -of criminality.

Customers who returned 
declared that indifference of clerks 
was one of the principal reasons for 
dissatisfaction. In many instances it 
was asserted that clerks ‘alked with 
one another and did not pay atten- 
tion to the customers of the store, or 
clerks did not wait on customers in 
turn. The most frequent fault was 
found to be that salespeople were 
haughty when showing goods, partic- 
ulariy when the consumer was not 
pleased with the goods or did not buy. 

Much difficulty arises because the 
custemers do not understand the dif- 
ference in the quality of goods and 
the difference of prices. Chain stores 
are frequently able to undersell the 
other stores.

through Dr. Coad, of the Tallulah sta- 
tion at Tallulah, La., recommends 
them as the most efficient method oi 
fighting the boll weevil. The planes 
dust a swath 200 feet in width om 
each flight and can easily <cst 600 
acres per hour. It is estimated that 
one plane can care for 5,000 acres each 
season. Several south Georgia coua- 
ties are now considering buying 4 
plane for use next year, Dr. Camp 
bell stated. 

All railroads entering Athens have 
agreed to allow a one-way fare for 
round trip to all those 
Athens for the demonstration within a 
radius of 100 miles.

Regulation Would Slow 
p Game and Hurt League, 


Asserts Cracker President 


Dan Michalove, president of the At- 
lanta basebali club, wili fight to the 
last ditch to prevent scrapping of 
the present player regulation in the 
Southern league at the winter meet- 
ing of the a ciation. 

Michalove's lengthy and scorching 
statement that he will do battle to 


retain the rule allowing 16 Class A 
or better players came yesterday as 
a reply to Kid Elberfeld’s declara- 
tion a week ago that a return to the 
old rookie rule will be sought by 
representatives of the Little Rock, 
Mobile. Chattanooga, Nashville and 
Birmingham. 

The present rule sets np restric- 
tions, except in the way of salaries, 
on the Southern league ball clubs. 
fhe rookie rule, started by Charley 
Frank, compels each elub to carry on 
its roster at least seven players com- 
ing up from Class B or lower leagues. 

Fans te Back President. 


In his fight against the proposed 
return of the rookie rule Michalove 
will have back of him every Atlanta 
fan who likes to see fast baseball. 
The present regulation on players has 
done more than any other one factor 
to speed up Southern league baseball. 
The Martin loop can now boast of 
probably the best brand of the na- 
tjonal pastime it has known sinee its 
organization more than twenty ycars 
ago. 
Two clubs can be counted on to 
ewing their strength to Michalove to 
oppose change of the present rule. 
They are Memphis and New Orleans, 
both in good baseball cities, and with 
Atlanta at the top of the league lad- 
der. 

Michalove gives credit for record 
attendance at games this year to the 
present rule, since, he declares, it has 
brought in the faster order of baseball 
in the Southern league. Reversion to 
the rvokie rule would, no doubt, hurt 
attendance, and the result would be 
harm to the entire league. The other 
towng would be affected in this way; 
Four and a half per cent of every 
admission paid at the Atlanta perk 
goes to the league and out of this fund 
$3,000 is paid to Chattaneoga, $2,500 
goes to Little Rock and $2,000 settles 
on Mobile's doorstep. Figures show 
ihat the Atlanta club is paying more 
into the league than ever before. It 
follows that a drop. in attendance 
here will eut the amount paid by At- 
ianta to the league.

One common ground for poor play

‘stroke. A good tip to overcome this 
trouble is to shorten the grip on the 
| club by placing the hands lower down 
on the shaft.

mechanically. shortening his stroke 
what he finds it difficult to do in prop- 
erly gauging the effort with a longer 
sweep. Gripping the club too tightly 
is one of the fundamental causes of 
numerous troubles in golf, especially 
with the right band. It is an un- 
failing accompanist to hurrying the 
swing, to hitting too soon, to failure 
te allow the wrists to work properly, 
and generally to all of the troubles 
that are traceable to lack of relaxation 
in starting the stroke.

Located in the Moselle valley at the door of Toul, France, and. five 
hours by train from Paris, is Clairmont Hall, an American school es- 
tablished for girls who desire to study French for a whole year. On 
the thirteenth of September, when the steamer America sails from New 
York for Cherbourg, a trio of “just graduated in June” Atlanta girls, 
keyed to the highest pitch of expectancy, will be among the passengers, 
for Misses Mary Middleton, Martha Maddox and Margaret Mcintyre will 
be bound for Toul, to entér Clairmont hall, where American customs are 
adapted to French life and French customs to American life. 

It all originated with little Miss Middleton, sub-deb daughter of

surrounded by a wall and drawbridges. Even the school is inclosed by 
a wall, and is a vine-clad old chateau. Toul is the American sector of 
Frnace and every French heart-beat in that territory. is one of love for 
America. Especially are Georgia veterans of the late war ensconced in 
the hearts of the natives, for there our own 82d division, trained at 
Camp Gordon, held the line of German invasion, leaving many of their 
number in the American cemetery nearby. As one instantly connects 
Bar Le Due with jelly, so does one invariably think of champagne whén 
Toul is mentioned, tor in this section great quantities of grapes are 
grown, from which many brands of champagne are made. Dr. Bouchon, 
a snowy-haired, very lovable man of some 70 years, is a retired surgeon, 
with an enviable record behind him for his work in the world war, and 
his wife, who acts as president of Clairmont .Hall, are people of culture 

and refinement and speak English very fluently.

The same organization, spirit and comfort will exist at Clairmont 
Hall. Each girl will be given special French preparation to pass a French 
degree, enabling them to teach French, and Miss Middleton says that’s 
just what she’s going to do when she returns to Atlanta a year hence. 
Once a week the girls can visit Nancy, 12 miles away, the home of thar 
optimistic French doctor, Coue. Every Thursday is declared a holiday, 
and on these days the patrons of the school, the most aristocratic ana 
cultured families in Toul, will play ‘‘godmother’ to the girls and enter- 
tain them in their homes. At intervals during the year’ various motor 
trips will be made to the battlefields and that most interesting section 
of France along the beautiful Loire river, the chateau country so rich in 
history and romance. Two weeks in Paris at Christmas time to attena 
opera and visit all places of interest and a trip to the Riviera at the Easte: 
vacation will give these American girls the opportunity of studying

Not only must the alien he en- 
couraged and helped in his desire to 
own a-home, but he must know that 
justice will be given him in our 
coutts; he must know that the insti- 
tutions of America are hased = on 
equity and fair-dealing. Americani- 
zation having its root in political 
idealg cannot he achieved s» long as 
these ideals, as interpreted by the 
sources of authority in America, 
|_mean one thing for the native-born 
and another for the foreign-born; one 
thing for men- and another’ = for 
women; one thing for the rich and 
another for the poor: one thing in 
one state and another thing in an 
adjoining state.”” Americanization is 
a suceess or a failure according to 
whether justice is done or not done.

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"ANY thoughtful students of 
modern life believe that the 
blame for certain tendencies 
which they regard as most 
deplorable and sure to bring 
serious harm to the world 

can be laid to the form of music which 
is known as jazz. 


To the insidious influence which 
they think is exerted by the strange 
melodies and rhythms now so popular 
they attribute some of the most men- 
acing evils of the present day. Many 
of them feel that it is no exaggeration 
or distortion of the truth to call jazz 
the ‘“‘devil’s own music.” 

Dr. Florence H. Richards, medical 
director of the William Penn High 
School for Girls, is one of the most 
pronounced foes of jazz. Her oppo- 
sition to it is based on her long and 
careful study of the reactions of 3,800 
girls to this kind of music. 

Jazz should be stamped out, Dr. 
Richards thinks, and if necessary pro- 
hibited by law. Until parents are 
aroused to the harm it is doing their 
children and take some vigorous ac- 
tion, she declares that the fashions in 
women’s clothing will grow more and 
more immodest and styles of dancing 


will pass still farther the 
boundaries of decency. 

Her opposition to jazz, she says, 
is not based on what might be called 
“high-brow’’ moral grounds but on 
medical science’s cold-blooded analy- 
sis of its harmful effects on human be- 
ings, and particularly on the young. 

“lovers of good music,” says Dr. 
Richards, ‘should abhor jazz for rea- 
sons that make no appeal whatever 
to the musically uneducated. It is 
primitive. It is not good music. The 
basis of it is syncopation, which may 
be broadly described as_ broken 
rhythm devoid of grace and beauty

to undo all that has been accomplish- 
ed in that direction. It sets aside con- 
trol and restraint in the years when 
they are most necessary, changing 
the whole point of view of*girls and 
boys who would be normally healthy 
and happy.

“In my opinion, we are still in the 
backwash of that reaction, but | be- 
lieve it will not be long before the 
tide will set in the other diréction and 
the work of many men and women 
which has seemed so futile in recent 
years will begin to show results. A 
reaction against the insidious influ- 
ence of jazz music is inevitable once 
parents understand its dangers. 

“It 1s necessary, however, to edu- 
cate the boys and girls, too. And 
that is far more difficult. The girls 
blame the evil styles of dancing 
which jazz has brought, on the boys, 
and the boys blame it on the girls.

appreciate really fine music. 

“The loudest and controlling 
instruments in most jazz bands 
are nothing more than develop- 
ments of the tom-toms and horns 
of the most primitive savages, 
and there is sound cultural ob- 
jection to the feeding of that 
kind of music to young men and 
women. 

“The objection of the physi- 
cian, however, is the effect that 
jazz has on certain human emo- 
tions. All sorts of excuses may 
be made for it, but the consensus 
of opinion of leading medical and 
other scientific authorities is that 
its influence is as harmful and de- 
grading to civilized races as it al- 
ways has been among the savages 
from whom we borrowed it.

Mrs. Henry Moskowitz, a promi- 
nent clubwoman, recently made a 
thorough personal investigation of 
New York city’s hundred of public 
dance halls and brought to light many 
facts to show that immodest and inde- 
cent styles of dancing have taken a 
strong hold on the American public. 
In one out of every five of these halls 
she found conditions positively vile, 
and in many of the others they were 
far from satisfactory. 

One of the most curious discoveries 
made by Mrs. Moskowitz was the 
Staff of “‘professional companions” 
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The Marchioness 
de la Nina, one of 
the ladies of the 
Spanish court 
whose low-necked 
and sleeveless 
gowns were re- 
centiy denounced 
from the pulpit 


which is to be found at a leading 
Fifth avenue hotel. These are good- 
looking, well-dressed men of various 
ages whom women Can hire for from 
$10 to $15 as companions for an af- 
ternoon or evening of jazz. 

One of these professional dancing 
partners is a Belgian, who said he had 
been doing this sort of work for years 
and made a very good living at it. 

“The dancing conditions af* New 
York’s leading restaurants and caba- 
rets vary greatly,” says Mrs. Mos- 
kowitz. ‘Some of them are of a very 
high type. There are others where 
the hostess will find any kind of com- 
panion wanted by either a man or 
woman,” | 

The worst conditions, according to 
Mrs. Moskowitz, exist in what are 
known as the “‘closed”’ dance halls, to 
which, as a rule, only men are admit- 
ted. They pay 10 cents for each 
dance, and of this the girl selected 
from -the staff of dancing partners 
provided by the management of the 
hall gets 4 cents. 

These girl dance slaves must dance 
at least seventy times every evening 
in order to make a salary of $20 a 
week. All the most objectionable 
forms of dancing are common in these 
vicious resorts. 

“Back of the dance halls,’’ says 
Mrs. Moskowitz, ‘‘is the whole ques- 
tion of public behavior. Young peo- 
ple read about things and see things 
on the stage they want to do. The

ANY think it is due to receive its 

first serious check through the 
vigorous Crusade now being under- 
taken under the leadership of Pope 
Pius XI against what he thinks the 
scandalous immodesty of women’s 
fashions. Women who are not prop- 
erly garbed are being denied a public 
audience with the pope, and by his di- 
rection they are being refused com- 
munion in churches throughout the 
world. 

Not content with these measures, 
the pope offers a medal to the mem- 
ber of the Catholic Women’s Dioce- 
san Clubs in Italy who submits the 
best design for a dress that is attrac- 
tive, in good taste and in harmony 
with his ideas of modesty. Here in 
America more than 700,000 Catholic 
women are signing pledges binding 
themselves to more modest attire. 

‘The church is not a ballroom,” 
says the French Archbishop of Cler- 
mont. ‘‘The sacraments must be de- 
nied to women and girls presenting 
themselves in indecent dress: that is 
to say, low-neck blouse or sleeves not 
reaching to the elbow.” 

The Roman Catholic church seems 
to be in more or less agreement with 
Dr. Richards’ theory that jazz is toa 
large degree responsible for the pres- 
ent immodest tendencies in dress, 
dancing and many other things. A 
recent issue of the Vatican’s official 
organ denounced the music severely, 
describing it as the ‘‘distorted panting 
notes of an orchestra.””

CCORDING to the 
idea a famous stage 
always triumphant, off the 
stage as well as on.

WHY OF VOLCANOES 


The cause of volcanic eruptions 
is as yet One of the earth’s mysteries 
which is not satisfactorily solved. 
Various theories exist about the 
cauSes of volcanic action, but scien- 
tists admit that of actual causes we 
know little. 

The rocks beneath the -surface 
of the earth are kept moist by the 
water (rain or snow) that sinks 
through the upper surface. They 
probably contain, therefore, from 
three to twenty per cent water. The 
heat is very intense beneath these 
layers of rocks, becuase the tem- 
perature of the earth increases 
nearer the centre of the earth. 
where the material there melts and 
forms on flaming mass. This molten 
mass gradually produces. steam. 
The pressure of this steam increases 
constantly. 

Gases Are Formed. 


The chemical decomposition 
rocks and water forms gases, and 
as the molten’ material rises _ it 
spreads over the watery rocks near 
the surface and acquires these 
gases. 

As the mass reaches the surface, 
the weight above cannot hold in 
the expanding force of the steam, 
and the whole mass explodes with 
terrific fury. The lava pour forth 
and the fumes of the gases escape, 
and are often more dangreous than 
the flaming lava itself. 


Form of Lava Varies. 


Lava reaches the earth in vartous 
forms. In a recent outbreak of a 
volcano of the explosive type, the 
lava in the upper portion of the 
volcano was cold and hard. The 
volcano had been quiet for years. 
Then movements occured in the 
earth’s crust, and lava was forced 
up from deep below the surface. 
The molten mass came in contact 
with water in the rocks as it passed 
through, and the heat caused the 
Steam explosion. 

If water were poured on a mass 
of molten clay just come from an 
iron furnace the reaction would be 
Similar to a volcanic explosion.

UNDER WATER BLOW 


Often you will read about or hear 
about a life-saving stunt in which 
the hero will say, “I went out after 
the man, knocked him out, and 
towed him ashore.’’ Part of such 
a statement is bunk, because it Its 
one of the most difficult things im- 
aginable to deliver a knockout blow 
when in water over one’s head. 


Here’s the reason. When you hit 
a person on land, all the shock of 
the blow goes into the body and it 
is easy to give a hard blow. In the 
water it is, in the first place, diffi- 
cult to start a hard blow. Even 
though it is once started, the re- 
sistance of the water slows it up and 
when it is delivered the body of the 
person receiving the blow recoils 
in the water and the water absorbs 
much of the shock. 


Take a rubber ball out into wate: 
over your head some time and try 
to hit it hard and you will see how 
difficult a stunt it is‘to do. Inci- 
dentally, it is seldom necessary to 
knock a man out in order to tow 
him ashore, if the lifeguard knows 
his business. A person who is 
knocked out is harder to tow than 
ane who is conscious and behaving 
himself. When a victim does get 
unruly when he is being saved, the 
lifeguard will usually slip his arm 
up to the victim’s neck and get a 
strangle hold, grabbing the victim’s 


neck in the crook of the elbow.

RIBBON FLOWER TRIMMINGS ARE 
FASHIONABLE AND EASY TO MAKE 


Fashion says that hats and frocks 
are to be decorated with ribbon 


sashes and hand-made flowers. 
These ornaments are really very 
simple to make. 


All flowers are built from the 
stem outward. As the stem of 
each flower is a special size, chouse 
the sort of wire that will be of 
the correct thickness. For example, 
tie wire should be used for the 
Stem of the sweet pea, as_ this 
flower requires the very lightest 
weight of wire. The chrysanthe- 
mum should have satin-edge wire, 
which is the very heaviest, as this 
flower has a thick, firm stem. 


Study Flower. 


Department stores carry a full 
supply of flower leaves and _ sta- 
mens the seed or center of the 
flower). Before purchasing either, 
find out how many leaves. the 
flower has and whether there are 
a few or a number of stamens. 


With green tie wire fasten the 
Stamens onto the stem chosen. 


After choosing the color and 
width of the ribbon best suited for 
making the flower. cut the petals 
out of ribbon or velvet. According 
to the flower, they are either pi- 
coted, folded in two without any 
hem, or rolled either outward or 
inward. 


Overlap Petals. 


In sewing the petals to the stem, 
place them around the stamens, 
one petal over-lapping the other, 
in natural fashion.

Use Picot Edge Ribbon. 


For the buds use four inches of 
one and one-half inch picot-edged 
ribbon for each. Seam the side of 
the ribbon and gather it tightly 
at the bottom, forming a circle. In- 
to this circle place a small wad 
of cotton. Then gather the top of 
the ribbon, tack securely into place, 
and the gay bud is completed, 
After five of these are made attach 
fine wire stems to each, fasten them 
together with two or three leaves 
se place them on the brim of the 
at. 


The yellow silk bag requires one- 
third of a yard of four-inch -ribbons 
and is similar to the buds in de- 
sign, being seamed at the side and 
also gathered tightly at the bottom. 
Baste one-third of a yard of one- 
inch ribbon around the top of the 
inside of the baw, and draw through 
two ribbons of one yard each in 
length, thus forming the handles 
for your bag.

Un- 
doubtedly so was Warren G. Hard- 
ing. Yet, with all of these honest 
and incorruptible men sitting in the

WORK FOR FARMERS. 

A new phas. of the federal gov- 
ernment’s fight on the boll weevil 
is to be developed in Georgia 
through the cooperation of the 
chemical warfare service, under 
Brigadier General Fries, with the 
Georgia experiment station at Grif- 
fin.

fieilities for use in experiments of 
solid and liquid chemicals and poison 
gases to kill the dangerous pest to 
cotton.

NEED OF CHEAP POWER. 


A survey of industrial conditions 
throughout the world brings into 
prominence the reat outstanding 
fact that one of. the chief problems 
now before the different nations is 
the development of an ample supply 
of cheap power. 


The war produced an abnormal 
‘development of fuel resources. 
| Many nations found themselves in 
Such dire need of coal for both 
heating and manufacturing purposes 
that unworked coal deposits were 
exploited to the utmost, and water- 
powers which had been allowed to 
go to waste were harnessed and 
put to work. 7 


Commenting on the European 
Situation which has developed since 
the war, Lieutenant Colonel T. A. 
Ross, an authority on electrical en- 
gineering, Says: 


“The keen examination and develop- 
ment of its own power resources, 
whether of coal or water power, which 
the war forced upon neutral and 
belligerant alike, has either already 
brought about, or is on the way to 
bring. some considerable changes in 
the old trade channels and markets. 

“No country which during the pe- 
riod 1914-1920 had brought home to it 
what dependence upon imported coai 
entailed, when no longer available or 
else only to be had in uncertain quan- 
tities and dubious qualities, and all 
at excessive prices, is willing to leave 
itself open to a similar experience if 
it,can be avoided. Furthermore, the 
expansion in local industries which all 
countries engaged in manufacturing 
munitions underwent during the war 
has left most of them with increased 
plant and a_ potential production 
which must look to external markets 
for absorption. 

“Of European countries, Germany 
has lost some of her mining areas, but 
through development work is already 
back to her pre-war production of black 
coal and to double her pre-war recor: 
in lignite, or brown coal. Despite 
war damages France and Belgium are 
both ahead of their daily pre-war out- 
put, and France has in addition de- 
veloped her water power to about five 
} times what it was in 19153.” 

In the industrial struggle which 
is already underway, that country 
which has the largest supply of the 
cheapest power must triumph over 
those countries less _ fortunate. 
North Georgia and the Piedmont 
region have been blessed with an 
abundance of waterpower and when 
this power is finally utilized to its 
utmost the Piedmont region must 
blossom forth as one of the leading 
industrial centers of the world. The 
conservation and power develop- 
ment of our waterpowers is one 
of our most vital tasks. 


Protection of the water resources 
involves the protection of the water- 
sheds which feed the streams and 
this means the rigid protection ef 
|the forests and other wild growth 
|in the contributary regions. Culti- 
vation of the steep hillsides brings 
rapid erosion and resulting chok- 
ing of the streams. Our future 
prosperity demands that we save 
the forests and the streams.

DOCTOR VERSUS TEACHER. 

Every little while some anonymous 
nonentity writes a _ scurrilous letter 
asking why I am so contumelious to- 
ward the school teachers? I am 
not. That’s why the nonentity is 
anonymous. My barbs are all dli- 
rected at the crimes against health 
committed by school teachers in their 
ignorance of or contempt for the 
rules of hygiene. 

The superintendent of schools ip 
the famous village of Canandaigua, 
N. Y¥. (You may have one guess why 


it is famous), no sooner caught his 
breath after the close of the schowls 
for the summer vacation than he con- 
ceived and presented to the board of 
education ‘there a monstrous idea, 
advocating a longer school day as a 
remedy for failure of the pupils to do 
enough “home work.” But one thing 
for which Canandaigua is famous is 
the high standing and professional 
skill of her pbysicians. The pbysi-. 
cians were not asleep when this de- 
plorable suggestion was made by the 
school superintendent.

tion. These good physicians main- 
tained that too much stress is being 
laid upon the development of the 
mental side of the child at the ex- 
pense of physical well-being. ‘Taney 
pointed out that the average age of 
graduates from the Canandaigua 
Academy (high school) thie year was 
xome fourteen months younger than 
any other class ever graduated there. 
Thev asserted that pupils today have 
a strained, worried expression and 
are allowed to grow old and wise be- 
fore they have been young. ‘While 
scholastic records are a fine thing,’ 
assert these physicians, who voice 
the views of intelligent medical an- 
thorities everywhere, “a child must 
have the physical development to bal- 
ance a well trained brain, and to that 
end it would be as well to make 
slower progress through school if that

masters of morals—Epictetus or Mar- 
cus Aurelius."’ George Eliot kept a 
copy of the “Imitatio Christi” by her 
bedside and paid a memorable tribute 
to it mh “The Mill on the Floss.” 
Coming te Bunyan's religious : is- 
tory and his chief writings, Professor 
Welsh discusses “Grace Abounding 
to the Chief of Sinners” and the 
“Pilgrim’s Progress.” “The former 
is the primary document, his master- 
piece,’’ writes the professor. “It @ 
pure autobiography, the record of iis 
spiritual experience in personal terms, 
and so the key to all his other’ writ- 
ings.

Walter Pater’s “Marius the 
Epicurean” is included in the disens- 
sion, “both because it embodies. °1: an 
anesthetic reception of spiritual experi- 
ence, the craving for beauty and joy- 
ousness in the fullness of life. and (in 
the words of Dr. Gosse) it ‘has already 
hecome part of the classic literature 
of England..” To many the cniave 
contribution of the book will he the dis- 
eussion of Tagore’s “Song Offerings” 
and “Meditations.”

And the doughty 
captain, to prove that Mobilization 
day is a harmless expression of the 
patriotic will-to-peace, gives an all 
too acurate definition of the day. “In 
substance,” says he, “it is simply to 
mobilize on that day exactly as if a 
call to arms had been sounded.” 


It would appear that the military 
eaders understood their purpose bet- 
ter than does President Coolidge. 

There is no desire to withhold 
honor from our soldiers for vietory in 
the late world war, but this is a dif- 
ferent matter from a military mobiii- 
zation that can onty have reference 
to future war. There is no advocacy 
of a pacifism that absolutely denies 
the possibility. of any future’ war. 
Kiven with a league of nations some 
recalcitrant nation might have te be 
subdued, but whatever tends to the 
glorification or idealization of war 1s 
to be condemned. ; 

An editor gives the correct psy- 
chology of the proposed celebration: 
“Get this picture. You are passing 
along the street when your aitention 
is attracted to an overgrown youth, 
abnormally large and strong for his 
age, surrounded by smaller and 
Weaker companions.

The churches should not calmly sub-

In a day when the Christian people 
and the heart of the motherhood of 
ure praying and striving 
for universal neace, the churches and 
ministers of the gospel of the Prince 
of Peace should not prostitute their 
cifis and sacred calling to the ideal 
ization of militarism. 


There has never been any form of 
despotism so insolvent and overbear- 
ing as the agents of a military 
despotism. Their insolence in the 
present issue will be manifest in the 
effort to identify patriotism with 
militarism and to discount the patriot- 
ism of the citizen who does not joit 
in their jingcism. The claim that 
one can only be patriotic as he be 
comes obsessed by the military mania 
ts an insult to American character 
and intelligence.

Mrs. Z. J. Fitzpatrick, state chair- 
mau Of the building fund campaign of 
the ‘Tallulah Falls Industrial school, 
which is owned and maintained by the 
Georgia Federation of Women's 
Clubs, issves her eall to club women 
to throw every forceful and timely ef- 
fort into this campaign for educa- 
tion which is being conducted through- 
out the state. 

Her Letter Follows. 

“My Dear Madam President: The 
time has come for our club women to 
ask cheir friends and the friends of 
education outside club ranks to take 
part with us in our expansion pro- 
gram for the federation’s school at 
Tallulah Falls. 

“The Greater Tallulah campaign 
will close at the state convention in 
Atlanta this November and we want 
to report a glorious finish for the 
work of ‘physical expansion and 
as undertaken 
federation in Athens 

Since that time we 
have broncht the interest-bearing 
funds of the school to $36,000 from 
$13,000 in October, 1922. We have 
twelve perpetual scholarships of $2,000 
each. Some are paid and others are 
heing paid year by year. This brings 
us to the actual money required for 
buildings, repairs and equipment. 

“We have about $12,000 in cash 
and are going forward with this to 
build a good eight-room schoolhouse 
with auditorium, a large crafts house, 
n small cottage and to repair and re- 
mode] the three present buildings and 
furnish same and to install a new 
water system. 

“To complete the buildings of the 
Greater Tallulah program as outlined 
above and furnish them adequately 
will require $40,000 more than we 
in hand.

Some- 
thing must go into our building fund 
from each. community, and I am sure 
your club will gladly do its part. 

“The enclosed leaflet and card will 
suggest the plans inaugurated by the 
city federation of Atlanta.

Splendid Address! 
‘To Students’ Club 


Mrs. James W. Callaway, one of 
the most popular, intellectual and 
public-spirited women of the com- 
munity, is the honored president of 
the Columbus Students’ club. Her 


annual address to the club, which is 


most inspiring, will be read with in- 
terest by the club women especially, 
and is as follows: 

“Down in south Georgia, before 
automobiles were commonly used by 
traveling men, there was an old ne- 
gro, who used to drive salesmen from 
their railroad destination out to the 
uearby country settlements. 

“He was always communicative, 
but very slow and deliberate. One 
day, as he drove along he popped his 
whip and killed a hogsefly that was 
irritating his animal. ‘I allus gives 
um time to git still, and den I puts 
de finishbin’ touches to um, he re- 
marked. A little later he exhibited 
his skill again, cracking his whip and 
causing a single red leaf which clung 
to the edge of the branch extending 
above them to flutter to the ground. 
‘I hits ‘em every time,’ he said. For 
a while they drove on in the warm 
sunshine. Then the business man 
said, ‘John, let me see you cut down 
that hornet’s nest.’ ‘Look here,;

Headquarters Music Fund. 


Mrs. Oberdorfer says: “At the re- 
cent biennial the directors of the gen- 
eral federdtion decided that the 
money which we have been raising for 
the headquarters music fund should 
be put in use this fall by the inaugu- 
ration of a series of traveling loan 
music libraries. 

“These music libraries will consist 
of a set of six programs-oqn ‘Hearing 
America First,’ the subjects being: 
1. Indian music; 2. Negro music; 3. 
Colonial music, 4. Pioneer music; 0. 
Civil war period; 6. Present day com- 
posers, 

“In addition there will be single 
programs on Edward MacDowell and 
American women composers. 

“These libraries will give outlines 
for papers, books of reference in 
preparing such papers, sheet music 
for illustrations and _ player-piano 
tolls and phonograph records tor the 
use when there is no available tai- 
ent. The libraries are only for the 
use of women's clubs belonging to the 
general federation in towns under 
5,000 in population. Clubs must 
guarantee charges, otherwise these 
libraries will be free. 

“In addition to these libraries we 
have also a series of music roll li- 
braries given through the courtesy of 
(QRS company for the use of the 
boys and girls in smaller communi- 
ties. Sets will be of five programs 
of eight rolls each, giving selections 
from all the great schools of music 
that are generally used in music mem- 
ery contests. Through the generosity 
of the Gulbranson company arrange- 
ments have been made for the loan of 
their player pianos for the use ip 
this course of music study.”

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Mrs. Supplee Writes Article 
On Influence of Women’s Clubs 


Mrz. A. L. Supplee, of Covington, ; 
one of the most prominent and active 
of Georgia club women, read the 
following péper, “Influence of Wom- 
en’s Clinhs,” which was delivered at 
the Canon meet of clubs on July 18. 

This paper is particularly iuterest- 
ing and is broadcast toe other club 
women thieugh the official page of 
the Georgia Federation of Wvumen’s 
Clubs. 

“Even a casual glance at the re- 
ports of the civic committees of the 
various State Federation of Women’s 
clubs will impress and convince the 
most skeptical of the wonderful in- 
fluence and constructive work these 
clubs are dvuing; they are finding 
plenty of practical work to do and are 
losing no time in the doing. ‘There 
never has been a time in the history 
of women’s clubs when so many and 
varied and useful activities presented 
themselves as at present because there 
never has Leen a time when the indi- 
vidual gave so much thought and con- 
cern to the masses, 

Past Activity. 

“This activity in the past few 
years is simply an awukening to the 
common needs of the community. 
Heretofore men have been looked to 
for the wisdom and energy to remedy 
every sociel and civic Ul under the 
sun and they have done nobly in 
some particular lines, but men are 
not naturai-born housekeepers, hence 
it is in the field of municipal house- 
keeping that woman has shown her 
greatest ability and greatest assist- 
ance to the community. Seme one 
has remarked very fittingly that 
woman is the ‘Dutch cleanser’ of poli- 
tics, which we have always known | 
she would be in organized effort. It 
is a misnomer fo vall ber the ‘new 
woman,’ for there is no such thing— 
she is only the old woman brushing 
the eobwebs from the sky. 

“The one motive behind and be- 
neath the multiple and multifarivus 
activities of women's clubs is set 
forth in one word, written in large 
lettera, “SERVICE.’ The desire to be 
of service whenever and wherever 
needed is the one bond of union which 
holds the woman of the north, south, 
east aod west of our own great coun- 
try as well as foreign countries. This 
service, intelligent senvice, is the key- 
note of good citizenship. Without it 
no mere resident of a community, 
whether man Or woman, is worthy to 
be called a citizen. 

“Women are awake to this fact to- 
day ag never before. With no lack 
of service to the home and family 
they are doing much for their re- 
spective communities. They are 1n- 
teresting themselves in civics, a term 
that has come to include in the minds 
of many almost the entire field of 
sociology and economics. 

“All the needs of the community 
cannot be met in any given time. The 
secret of sitccess is to choose from 
the many the most urgent need and 
then with abundant faith and the 
courage born of strong conviction ‘go 
hard after it.’ 


“We must remember, too, that 


‘team work’ not only among ourselves, 
but with other civie or patriotie or- 
promises a measure of 
success thet can never be attained 
while kindred organizations work in- 
dependently. It is said that ‘un or- 
ganized public conscience will change: 
neglect into self-denial and indiffer- 
ence into patriotism.’ 

Close Observer of Humanity. 

“The close observer of humanity 
must assign to man the functions of 
the warrior, the inventor, explorer 
and discoverer. With these as foun- 
dation stonés we have reared a civili- 
zation which at last towers far enough 
heavenward to reflect an oceasional 
gleam of the glory of a_ millennium, 


where each individual shail strive to 
give to his fellow man the best that 
lieg within him. 

“Where we see man the warrior, 


nurse binding up and comforting the 
injured. While he has been explor- 
ing the fields_of country or of thought 
she bas been inspiration, encourage- 
ment and rest. Is he the inventor? 
Then she puts into practice the things 
his thought has revealed. In short, 
woman has been the conserver, pre- 
server and Lelpmate, 

“When the history of our genera- 
tion is written women will appear as 
organizers and leaders of great move- 
ments among their own sex for the 
first time in the history of the world. 

“The world of today is a different 
world from that which furnished the 
outlook for the men and women of a 
century ago. Science and invention 
have changed its material aspect and 
given women a broader vision and 
more leisure; out of this broader 
vision and more leisure evolved the
